This was the heading to e friendly editorial which appeared in the 
Buffelo Times, just following tne Netional Canners Association convention: 


"With Buffalo's good-bye and ‘bon voyage’ to the delegates to the 
National Canners' Convention, is mingled the realization that in that meeting 
Buffalo welcomed one of the greatest conventions it ever had. 


"The attendance was immense, far excoeding the 6,000 anticipated in 
some of the forecasts. Not less than 10,000 and probably more is the estimated 
numerical total of this memorable gethering of business men from all parts of the 
country. It was an impressive assemblage--one whose memory will live always in the 
minds of those who saw it, and which is written large end lastingly in the history 
of the city. 


"In achievement as well es magnitude, the Canners' Convention made 
a remarkable record. A vast amount of business was transacted during the sessions. 
Apart from the commercial and technical problems wiuich had so noteble a share in 
the deliberations, a goodly number of national questions formed topics of able dis- 
cussion and themes of vigorous action. 


“among the most important of the resolutions adopted were those 
urging reduction of taxes and retrenchment of public expenditures. Another of 
large practical significance was the endorsement of the proposal for an agricul- 
tural census in 1925. These and kindred activities of the convention were char- 
acterized by broad-minded examination of subjects of universal concern, and by 
definite action, enrolling the assembly in matters of procedure and opinion, and 
giving its views crystallization in official form. 


"The constructive spirit thus exemplified was accompanied by a fine 
courtesy in the resolution appreciative of Buffalo and expressing the gratification 
of the delegetes with their visit and entertainment here."

years before, the National Canners ,ssocietion had been formed, will go down as_ 
the most successful convention in the history of the industry.

An unusuel feature wes the attendance of several hundred Vanadian 
canners. Likewise, two canners came all the way from England to attend the con- 
vention. 


An important action was the acceptance by the grocers of the Nl.C.A. 
zone warehouse plen. This came ebout through the following resolution, acopted 
by the Conference Committees representing tne Netional Wholesale Grocers Associa- 
tion and the American Wholesale Grocers Association on the one side, and the 
Wetional Canners Association on the other: 


"The Conference Comnittees representing the National Wholesale 
Grocers Association, the American Wholesale Grocers Associetion, and the Con- 
ference Committee of tne Netional Cenners Association 


"APPROVE AS A PRINCIPLE the cenners' warehouse plan as applied to 
wholesale warehouse stocks only, es far as permirsible under Federel, State, and 
municipal food laws. 


"APPROVE AS A PRIMICIPLE for the purpose of the wholesale grocer 
crediting the retailer for spoils which must be destroyed when and where found, 
thet the wholesale grocer ie to receive from the canner an allowence mutually 
agreed pon between wholesale grocer and cenner et the time of purchase, or in the 
alternative, the adjustment of such losses to be left to the contracting partior. 


"APPROVE August let following year of purchase as the expiration 
of tne guarentee period of sales for delivery from future pack, and the veriod cf 
six months cn spot sules, for both the wholesele and retail stocks." 


Notable Machinery and Canned Foods Exhibits. 


Tne machinery people were et Buffalo in force, and the machinery 
diepley was up to its usual high standord. 


Developing Yrom an experimental stage at Louisville and Atlantic 
City, the Canned Foods Exhibit blossmed into a full-fledged show of its own, 
Occupying Llmwood Music Hall, one of the lérgest exhibition places in Buffalo. 
Special lectures were given upon canned foods, and in addition to the private 
exhibitors, a tempting displey was made of a lerge diningeroom table, model 
kitchen, etc., showing the use of canned foode in the preparation of meals. 


This exhibition mede o direct eppeal to the housewives of the city, 
and, considering the extremely cold weather, the attendance was satisfactory. 


Buffelo Local Committee Wins Praise. 


Praise was heerd on ell sides for the work of the local committee 
at Buffalo. They did not overlook a detail and things moved smoothly from start 
to finish, At their solicitation, windows in the principal stores of the city 
were Ornamented with Canned Foods Week displays, and across Main Street was an im- 
mense banner bearing the words: "Buffelo Welcomes You."

CONGRESSMAN HAUGEN INTRULUCES BILL TO ENFORCE DEFINITIONS 
AND STANDARDS FOR FOOL PRODUCTS. 


The attention of canners is particularly called to H.Re 5940, 
introduced in the House of Rupresentatives, January 22, by Congressman Gilbert Ne. 
Hausen, of Iowan, and referred to the Comittee on Agriculture. This bili, in ef- 
fect, gives the Secretary of Agriculture the absolute autherity to fix standards 

for all kinds of food. This of course will include products of tie canning industry. 


The subject is of graet importance, and an expression from the 
cenners in reference to this bill is errnestly desired by the National Canners 
Association. There has not yet been any date sct for a hearing, but this action 
may be teken at eny time. 


CONGRESSMAN HAUGEN ALSO REINTRODUCES SLACK FILL BILL, MINUS 
PaRAGRAPH OBJECTIONABLE TO CANNERS. 


Congressman jinugen hes reintroduced a bill to prevent slack 
filling of food packages, and thie, of course, applies to canned foods. This bill 
wes pessed by the House during the last session, over a protest made by the National 
Canners Associetion and other organizations interested, beeause it did not provide 
for variations and toleganees beyond the control of the manufacturer. Objections 
Were filed to the bill in the Senete, ond it dicd in comittee. 


The bill introduced this session, H.R» 762, wae discussed in 
committee January 23, and the paragraph to which objection was made lest yeer was 
emenced sO as to read as follows: 


"Fifth. If in the package form, and irrespective of whether of 
not the quantity of the contents be pleinly end conspicuously marked on the outside 
of the package in terms of weight, measure, or numericel count, as provided in para- 
graph ‘Third’, the package be lese than filled with the food it purports to contain 
in such e manner as to deceive or mislead purchasers. In construing and applying 
this provision reesonable variatione shall be permitted and also due allowance shell 
be made for the subsequent shrinkago or expansion of the food which results from a 
natural or other cause beyond reasoneble control." 


It would seem thet the bill as it now reads takes care of un- 
avoidable manufacturing conditions, and at the same time will stop undesirable 

slack filling. The bill has now been reported in the House and is on the calendar 
for pessege. If there is any objection to it in its present form, the Association 
will appreciate advice from members es to their objections. 
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
